Barkor; on Thursday :mrnoon my husband oame in
alone; he Iy down 4pon s settes; Jobnson oame in
soon afterwards; my hosband was vory drunk; as svon

ohnson oame in I went up stairs; my hosband fol-
owed and commenced to handle his gun; 1 told him
not to fool with ths guno for 1 was afraid of 1t; 1 onlled
to Johnsou several tlos to go ont; my hosband cyme
down wnd told kim to deliver up the mousy he had
taken from him (my busband) snd then to leave the
onse; my husband said **if you don't do what I ony
11 warm yon;' Johnson sald “* you — —— I'il shoot;"’
I then heard the report of the gun; I waa still u
staire; my husband brought the eun down ia his hand,
(gut ehown); thin I believe In 1he gun; Mra, Belby was
